An  engineer's  position  on  a  railroad  is  one 
fraught  with  danger.  Although  the  num¬ 
ber  of  accidents  is  small  compared  with  the 
number  of  trains  which  run  daily  from  New 
York  as  a  center,  and  the  amount  of  loss  in 
life  ia  very  slight  beside  the  many  who  ride 
safely  on  our  /requested  lines  of'  travel,  yet 
the  duties  of  an  engineer  are  al  ways  perilous. 
On  him  much  depends.  Upon  his  vigilance, 
his  sobriety,  hia  good  judgement,  rests  hu¬ 
man  life.  A  cool  head  and  a  steady  baud 
sire  in  constant  demand;  as  any  one  who 
ventures  to  ride  on  an  engine  running  at  full 
speed  will  be  impressed.  Through  fog. 
through  rain,  through  darkness,  over 

malice — in  obstructed  or  misplaced  tails,  by 
reason  of  careless  switchmen,  in  a  score  of 
unexpected  ways,  he  is  called  to  serve,  and, 
serving  well,  he  places  the  public  under  an 
obligation  to  him  beyond  the  pay  he  re- 
ceives.  which  is  fairly  liberal. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  Engineer  Sekds 
did  not  on  the  1  aslant  the  fire  broke  from  the 
door  of  the  furnace  and  while  y  et  be  wi 
his  post  risk  something  to  sto(  the  train.  It

course  was  divinely  sanctioned.  lr  any 
would  decide  the  question  on  this  authority 
rather  than  on  general  principles  of  ethics 
and  moral  phihwophy,  the  teachings  of  the 
New  Testament  cannot  he  left  out  where  the 
position  of  “doing  evil  that  good  may  couie'« 
u  mi«t  positively  condemned  as  a  slander  up- 
on  Christianity.  The  attitude  of  the  great 
Teacher  and  JCxemplar  ia  against  all  deeep 
lion  in  word  Ur  act,  and  the  lie  of  self  iuteresl 
is  displayed— as  in  the  case  of  Ananias  and 
SaPI'BIRa— under  the  lightning  flmu  of 
swift  retribution.

At  Chautauqua  this  last  Hummer  a  pro  mi 
Bent  speaker  and  editor  of  a  religious  jour 
nal  took  the  grou ..d  that  there  were  times 
and  occasions  when  deception  was  justifiable 
and  right  as  when  a  person  threatened 
with  death  should  he  approached  by  the 
woald-be  murderer  the  latter  should  be  told 
that  the  person  he  was  seeking  was  not  pres¬ 
ent  bat  was  in  another  place.  This  were 
not  the  simple  withholding  of  the  truth 
through  prudence,  hut  the  positive  declare- 
tion  of  a  falsehood.  The  subject  was  put  In 
such  form  as  to  create  considerable  nurri- 
meut,  if  not  receiving  the  sanction  of  ap¬ 
plause.  It  was  judged  by  some  that  the 
statement  was  made  on  the  spur  of  the  mo¬ 
ment,  and  was  thought  to  be  injudicious  and 
scarcely  held  as  *  deliberate  conviction.  But 
being  called  to  task  for  it  in  the  columns  of 
Tke  Indrpgndt nt  the  person  has  vigorously 
defended  the  principle,  wh  ich  makes  m 
feet  that  it  was  seriously  believed. 

It  raises  the  whole  question  of  the  true 
ground  on  which  men  are  to  deal  in  their  re- 
lstions  with  each  other.  The  three  princi¬ 
ples  from  wbiah  society  acts  are  pension, 
self  interest  and  conscience.  The  first  is 
deemed  the  least  worthy,  to  it  belonging  the 
impulses  of  the  moment  and  the  gratifies 
tion  of  even  hn lawful  appetites.  The  second 
is  tepeble  of  great  perversion;  but  ia  yet, 
wien  wisely  applied,  a  worthy  principle. 
Tke  third  ia  the  highest  and  involveeibe  laws 
o i  right,  which  are  to  be  followed  in  despite 
of  passion  and  at  the  sacrifice  of  self-interest; 
as,  where  life  is  yielded  rather  than  truth  be 
denied. 

Thors  eon  be  bat  little  difficulty  in  locating 
tha  principle  advocated  by  Mr.  Bgc&ust — 
the  speaker  la  whom  allusion  U  made.  It

The  children  are  taken  to  a  spare 
room ;  are  led  1 1  engage  in  a  game  of  blind- 
man's  buff — in  which  they  were  wont  to  take 
delight,  and,  blindfolded  and  with  bands 
tied  behind,  are  deliberately  and  quickly 
shot.  It  was  dreadful.  The  9ceue  that 
greeted  the  eyes  of  those  who  looked  in  upon 
the  awful  chamber  of  death  was  appalling. 
No  wonder  that  the  greatly  afflicted  husband 
was  prostrated  as  by  a  blow,  on  his  return 
home,  by  the  fearful  tidings.

Perry,  who*#  name 
at  that  time  was  Nellie  McCron.  brought  suit 
agutuat  Edgar  Perry  foraeductlon  under  prom- 
iae  to  mart).  A  warrant  was  issued  for  bis 
arrest  and  flits  ,waa  placed  In  i  constable’* 
hands  to  be  served.  The  constable  was  out  ac- 
q  isiutrd  with  Peiry  personally  and  it  *0  happen¬ 
ed  that  he  Inquired  of  him  where  Edgar  Perry 
lived,  aating,  at  the  tame  lime,  that  he  had  a 
warrant  for  hia  arreat.  Edgar,  it  is  sold,  pollut¬ 
ed  out  a  man  al  the  other  cud  of  the  bitiek  as 
being  the  one  looked  for,  and  then,  suspecting 
the  ground  upon  which  the  warrmut  had  been 
obtained,  took  to  bi*  Leris  as  fast  as  he  could 
my.  He  al  scoodrd  lo  New  York  Blair, 
was  there  found  by  the  countable  and  brought 
back  lo  Newark.  lie  was  adjudged  guilty  of 
the  charge  of  seduction  and  then  given  the  too 
alternative*  of  marrying  Mis-  McCrvu  or  golug 
10  Jail-  He  choae  the  former  and  the  pair 
married  In  Jail  by  the  prison  chaplain.  Shortly 
after  the  marriage,  however,  Perry  again  look 
fllaht  and  waa  abMrul  for  a  period  of  six  mouths. 
A  few  weeks  ago  his  wife  saw  biiu  on  Blooui- 
fle.d  Avmue  and  the  present  actlou  was  taken 
against  him. 

Edgar  Perry  was  present  in  court  on  Thurs¬ 
day  in  charge  of  C'oliSlabit  Beuj.  E.  Baida  tn 
and  accompanied  hv  hia  father,  Smith  E.  Perry, 
who  acted  as  hit  counsel  in  the  case.  H«  seem¬ 
ed  rather  abashed  by  Ins  surroundings  and  ap¬ 
peared  much  disgusted  with  the  court*  of 
affairs  Mrs.  Perry  was  pretout,  accompanied 
by  a  lady  friend,  Mra.  Bertram,  of  Newark. 
Her  little  child  was  also  with  ber  and  Weill 
prattling  around  from  oue  to  another  In  the 
court  room.  Mrs!  Perry's  father  was  also  in 
attendance  and  kept  the  Utile  girl  amused  tn 
one  w>ay  and  another,  while  the  child  Seein.nl  to 
think  as  much  of  him  ae  of  Us  mother.  He  hat 
an  bon'est/good-bumored  face  and  his  appear- 
auce  waa  that  of  a  well-to-do  mechanic.  Mrs. 
Perry  Is,  one  would  judge,  about  twenly-tbree 
years  of  age  and  baa  a  fresh,  rosy  complexion. 
She  •  -cincd  entirely  self- possessed  and  showed 
very  little  embarrassment  in  giving  her  testi¬ 
mony.  There  were  about  a  score  of  other 
spectators  in  the  court  room. 

Puormaster  Walker,  of  Bioomdeid,  was  first 
called  to  the  stand  and  testified  that  he  had  as¬ 
sisted  Mrs.  Perry  when  her  child  waa  a  babe  and 
that  she  bad  applied  to  him  a  few  weeks  ago 
for  support.  He  had  stated  the  case  to  Town 
Counsel  Barrett  and.  as  a  result,  the  present 
proceedings  were  taken. 

Mr*.  Perry  was  then  cal'ed  to  the  stand  and 
answered  the  questions  with  great  clearness 
and  directness.  Any  a: tempt  to  confuse  her 
only  led  to  a  more  forcible  alatemeut  of  the 
facta  and  anrw-are»l  tit  «*it!  fnrthar  ,t— 
her  case.  She  testified  that  bar  rvalue  was  Ellen 
M.  Perry  and  that  she  was  nineteen  years  of 
age  ou  August  Hit  h,  IBSJ;  that  she  waa  married 
to  Samuel  E  igar  Perry  ou  Juue  Mth,  IS31 
the  C'ouuty  J  Ail  by  the  chaplain  of  the  prison: 
that  her  maiden-name  was  McCron  and  that 
her  child,  Kate  Isabella,  was  horn  June  Bth, 
1S81,  two  weeks  before  her  marriage;  that 
Edgar  Perry  was  the  father  of  the  child  am 
that  he  had  admitted  this  fact;  that  she  had  re 
ceived  uo  ass.slsnec  toward  her  support,  with 
the  exceptiou  of  $3,  from  him  since  her  mar¬ 
riage;  that  she  bad  been  engaged  for  a  year  with 
Mra.  \V .  F.  Whitehead,  of  Staleu  Island,  as  a 
wet-nurse,  at  a  mouth— putting  her  uwu 
cbilii  out  meautiiuc;  that  abe  was  now  unable 
to  earn  ber  living  and  bad  thrown  herself  on 
the  town  for  support.  The  witness  further 
stated  that  she  was  now  willing  to  live  with 
ber  husband,  if  he  would  agree  to  that. 

Mr.  McCron,  Nelly's  father,  testified  that  he 
was  fifty-four  years  old  and  that  be  was  a  shoe¬ 
maker  by  trade.  He  had  reared  six  children, 
having  brought  his  family  over  from  Glasgow, 
Scotland.  Hia  earuiu  a  were  810  a  week  ami 
hr  bad  no  aaviogs  00  band.  He  fait  unable,  at 
hia  present  lime  of  life,  to  suoport  Nelly  and 
her  babv  In  addition  to  bis  wife  aud  hiuaelf. 

Edgar  Perty  waa  asked  if  he  wished  to  go  ou 
the  stand  end  he  replied  that  he  did  not. 

R.  N.  Dodd  testified  that  Perry  had  been 
earning  |k  a  week  with  him  for  the  (sat  six 
mouths,  but  was  uuaoie  to  ssy  whether  be 
could  do  tbie  the  year  throughout. 

Mr.  8ieUb  E.  Perry  thru  summed  up  for 
his  sou.  He  bed  urged  his  son,  be  said,  el  the 
time  of  hie  first  arrest  to  marry  Miaa  McCron 
and  had  since  advised  him  to  live  with  her. 
The  ouly  defence  that  he  could  offer  at  present 
was  that  no  apollcatloa  had  been  made  lu 
Edgar  for  the  supnort  of  bis  wife.  Mi .  Barrett, 
lu  auswer  to  this,  said  that  It  would  have  bceu 
absurd  for  Mrs.  Perry  lo  have  applied  lo  her 
husuaod  for  aid  when  he  had  already  twice 
deserted  ber.  and  that  it  soewrd  to  him  that  tbr 
caee  waa  cla^ly  in  favor  of  the  complainant. 

The  decision  waa  then  rendered  by  Justice 
Da),  and  this  gave  84  a  week  to  Mrs.  Perry,

Leaving  New  York  at  8:40  P.  M.,  via  Penn¬ 
sylvania  R.  R.,  we  arrived  tn  Washington  at 
10:15  P.  M.,  that  evening,  and  stepped  aboard 
tbe  ‘••leeper’’  for  Danville,  via  the  Virginia 
Midland  Railroad,  having  tbe  good  fortune  to 
aecuye  a  lower  berth,  in  the  middle  section  of 
the  ear,  #tiieb  I*  tbe  beat  for  several  reasons 
chief  among  which  is  the  space  one  gets,  which, 
although  not  quite  large  enough  to  "sling  a 
around  without  stalking,"  la  very  comfortable 
indeed,— and  two  f^ln  people  could  occupy  one 
berth  with  comparative  ease.  V.'e  arrived  in 
Danville  at  acvem»ieTo«’k  the  next  morning, 
time  for  breakfast,  which  waa  very  good,  es¬ 
pecially  as  we  bad  nerved  ourselves  for  hard 
fare.  We  were  agreeably  disappointed. 

"fell  to."  Judging  by  tbe  aviditv  with  which 
we  took  advantage  of  tbe  twenty-five  minutes 
allowed  us  by  the  time-table,  one  would  have 
supposed  us  quite  ns  empty  *s  lamp-chimuey*. 
One  reason  fur  the  good  fare  ia  tbat  lately  the 
railroad  companies  nave  bad  a  band  lu 
While  we  ate  our  Breakfast  the  traiu  hands  re¬ 
moved  the  trucks  from  our  Pullman  car  and 
placed  others  of  •  wider  gauge  In  their  stead, 
at  all  roads  south  of  Richmond  and  Danville 
are  of  different  gauge  aud,  in  order  to  run  Pull¬ 
man  car*  through,  they  change  the  trucks, 
work  b«dug  done  by  steam  in  a  very  few  min¬ 
utes,  by  raising  tbe  cars  bodily  fnun  the  trucks 
aud  exchanging.  The  city  of  Danville  is  one  of 
tbe  largest  tobacea-iuanufacturiug  placet  in  the 
Bouib,  and  baa  a  population  of  about  ten  tboua 
aud,  mostly  colored.  It  is  situated  on  the  river 
Daii,  which  is  the  dividing  line  between  Vir¬ 
ginia  and  North  Carolina.  It  was  at  this  place 
we  began  to  find  we  bad  reached  a  genuine 
southern  country^  aud  bail  our  first  sight  of  tbe 
cotton  fields,  the  great  staple  of  tbe  Boulb. 
There  waa  no,  mistaking  tbe  typical  Southern 
negro,  of  tbe  "happy  moke"  style,  wearing 
from  one  to  throe  pi<-ceeof  garment*  (T),  (be 
small  boy  using  one  hand  to  throw  stones  at 
the  butierdya  and  (he  other  to  hold  on  his 
psati  (f). 

From  Danville  U>  Charlotte,  X.  C..  we  rode 
on  (be  Richmond  A  Danville  Road,  Very  recent¬ 
ly  reconstructed  with  steel  rail*,  atone  baiiaat, 
etc.  From  Charlotte  we  took  tba  Charlotte, 
Columbia  A  Augusta  Jioed,  which  is  somewhat 
like  riding  over  •  western  "corduroy,”  In  com¬ 
parison  with  Pennsylvania  sad  Richmond  A 
Danville.  Tha  country  through  North  aud 
South  Carolina,  to  a  Northerner's  eyes, 
very  poor  indeed;  nothing  planted  hut  cotton 
and  coru.  Cotton  grows  very  well,  at  the  most 
H  ueedt  iatong  dry  apelU  of  weather:  but  corn 
hat  to  be  planted  oue  grain  in  a  hill  aud  bill* 
snout  six  feel  apart,  in  order  to  get  niolatura 
enough  to  thrive,  aud  the  people,  that  Is.  the 
'  Crackers,''  we  observed,  were  about  as  thrifty 
at  the  coru,  though  not,  we  Ihiuk,  for  tbe  lack 
of  " moisture,"  at  we  are  Informed  that  they 
are  wry  hospitable,  giving  one  anylhlug  be 
needs,  for  a  consideration,  generally  a  “nickel." 
We  had  no  time  lo  "stop  over,"  but  took  It 
from  hearsay.  We  presume  everyone  knows 
that  a  “Cracker"  is  a  w  bile  farmer  who  ia  not  a 
millionaire,  but  who,  by  tbe  way,  ia  a  character. 
At  Cheater  we  saw  the  nearest  tiling  to  civiliza¬ 
tion  since  leariug  Washington,  in  tbe  shape  of 
a  young  lady  standing  lu  the  front  door  of  a  to¬ 
bacco  manufactory ,  with  "store  clothes"  on.
